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WHERE the South stands during the present recession in 


industry is clearly shown by the Department of- Com- 


merce's report on the cotton spinning industry in May, re- 
,ceived by The Star the last week in June. 
. 


The department reports that while the cotton growing 


states have a total of only 19 million spindles compared to 
13 1-2 million for New England, our active spindles during 
the month of May exceeded New England's by practically 
two to one, 18 million to 9 1-2 million.. The average textile 
- spindle in the South worked 250 hours in May, compared to 
only 129 hours for the New England spindle, and a national 
average of only 197 hours. 


The figures prove that the South has not only captured 


the bulk of the cotton spinning industry, but the natural ad- 
vantages in climate and cheap operating conditions wJiich 
enable it to make that seizure also enable it to keep the wheels 
turning almost 100 per cent when Northern industry is at 
'half-speed. 


The significant fact is that the South, which was once 


fin experimenter and marginal producer in textiles, has be- 
come the pivot for this entire industry, leaving the Northern 
mills to face the hard knocks of operating losses and unem- 
ployment. 


Industrial leaders have been pointing to the textile in- 


dustry for the last five or six years as the measure of indus- 
trial progress that the South may sometime achieve, and the 
Department of Commerce report for May certainly bears 
tjiis out.

Dry Periods Best 


Years For Cotton 


Records of Former Years 


Show Best Crops Fol- 


low Dry Years 


Already one frequent hears rcf- 


fcrcncc made to the probable effect of 
dry, hot weather on the cotton crop 


in Red River county. Apparently the 
cotton "crop has been making progress. 
Evidence to the contrary has not been 
found except in instances where fields 
were worked out later than usual. A 
stunted Condition In such fields has 
not been overcome as readily perhaps 
as might have been the case had more 
moisture been available. The south 
half of the county has received less 
rain than the north half but cotton 
has made progress in this area accord- 
ing to reports. 
'Cotton is a dry weather 
plant, 


Weather records »f the last quarter 
Century in Red River county show that 


almost invariably a good cotton crop 
has followed a dry summer. Back in 
the years 1911, 1912, 1913, ,1914, 1916, 
1917, 
1919, when cotton .yields averag- 


ed from 40,000 bales to more than 51,* 
000 bales annually, not once did the 
total rainfall for'June and July reach 
seven inches. In 'the years 1915, 1921 
and 1926, however, years 'When cotton 
yields were as low as 15445 bales and 
not higher than 23,836, rainfall for. the 
two months was not below 8:81 inches 
and one year reached 14.66 inches. 


The year 1913 furnished the best ex- 


ample of .a good cotton: crop accom- 
panicd'.by dry weather. Rainfall here 


during the months of June'ii 
totaled 2.40 inches. N 
was reported in July: The'i 
was 44,929 bales.

ment of General Electric at Pittefleld, 
Mass.
